What was life like down there? 


The so-called iron and bamboo 
curtains between the free and the 
Communist-dominatea worlds is 
not merely a metaphor which 
Winston Churchill, that master of 
metaphors and similes, used in a 
speech. That hideous wall in Ber- 
lin may help our thinking. 


Perhaps it is just as weil that 
we now understand that these cur- 
tains and walls do not merely cut 
through the suburb of a great 
city, the grain fields of a particu- 
lar peasant; or the house lots of 
relatives or old friends. ‘A resi- 
dent of Australia can, as of this 
writing, visit West Berlin much 
easier than can an East Berliner 
who lives two minutes from the 
wall.) 


2 Worlds 


It is a wall, or curtain, call it 
what one will, between two quite 
different worlds. 

What we are up against is the 
power of fear, the weight of ter- 
ror. 


One evening at a diplomatic 
dinner the writer talked with a 


woman of 40 whose husband and |. 


_two brothers had been killed fight- 
ing with the Wehrmacht (not the 
Hitler divisions) in Russia. After 
the war; 18 members of her fam- 
ily, uncles, aunts, cousins, had 
been killed in East Germany by 
bands of Poles and Russians 
which were out to liquidate the 
big estates. 


A person does either one of 
three things under such grievous 
adversity — cracks up, becomes 
embittered, or attains a philoso- 
phy for living. This woman had 
done the latter and thereby re- 
tained her sanity. “It took me a 
while,” she said, ‘“‘to understand 
that the men who came to the 
homes of these relatives, banged 
on the door and said, “So you are 
some more of the landowners,’ 
and shot them, were merely a 
part of the forces of history and 
events. 


‘“But,”” she continued, “I am 
not left unscarred. I was a girl 
of about 15 when Hitler came to 
power. My parents were well-to- 
do, although I did not then know 
it. We lived simply. They were 
very conservative people. They 
did not really approve of any- 
thing political after the end of the 
ruling family. They thought that 
if this uncouth vulgarian Hitler 
could restore some sort of order 
they would accept it. 


Learned Better 


‘‘But we learned better. There 
came a time when we could not 
speak in front of the servants. 
Uncles were arrested. We came 
to fear uniforms and police. To 
this day, here in West Germany, 
when I see an escort of police- 
men bringing some visiting digni- 
tary into the city, I have a surge 
of hate, not against the men, but 
against the old memory of uni- 
forms and fear. I do not think I 
could live without being able to 
speak what I feel. But I under- 
stand very well what the people 
of East Germany, and of other 
Communist countries, are up 
against.”

Roger Maris Belts The Ball Into the Stands in Yankee Stadium 


Maris Hits No. 61, 
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Sets New Record

NEW YORK (?) — Roger Maris hit his 61st home 
run in the New York Yankees’ last game Sunday, set- 
ting a major league record for a 162-game season, giv- 
ing the Yanks a 1-0 victory over Boston. 


Under an edict of Commission- 
er Ford Frick, Babe Ruth’s reéc- 
ord of 60, set in 1927, still stands 
as the high for a 154-game sea- 
son. 


When Maris slammed a 20 
fourth - inning pitch by Boston 
rookie Tracy Stallard into the 
lower stands in right field, about 
360 feet from the plate, a Yan- 
kee Stadium crowd of 23,154" 
broke into a frenzied ovation. Aft- 
er he tipped his hat and ducked 
into the dugout, Maris was pushed 
out on the field by his teammates 
to take two more bows. 


Soon he was hustled into a run-| 


way to shake hands with Sal Du- 
rante, a dark-haired lad of 19 
from Coney Island, who caught 
the ball in the air and presum- 
ably will collect an offered $5,000 
prize from a Sacramento, Cailif., 
businessman, 


“Great, great, great,”’ said 
Maris. ‘‘Greatest day of my life.” 

Then he returned to the game 
to try for just one more. When 
Stallard, the victim, appeared at 
bat in the fifth, the crowd also 
gave him a rousing. cheer. 


Maris had flied deep to Carl 
Yastrzemski in left field in the 
first inning before hitting his 
homer in the ‘fourth. In the sixth, 
he struck out and in the eighth, 
facing relief man Chet Nichols, 
he popped up. 


Maris’ homer was the only run 
of the game. Bill Stafford, get- 
ting ready for his scheduled start 
in the third World’ Series game 
next Saturday, shut out the Sox 
with three hits in the first six 
innings. It was his 14th victory. 
Hal Reniff and Luis Arroyo fin- 
ished the job.

Hold Night Talks 


To Avert Strike

DETROIT, Mich. (UPI) — The 
Ford Motor Co. and the United 
Auto Workers Union expressed 
hopé Sunday night they can reach 
agreement on a new contract be- 
fore a Tuesday strike deadline 
for 120,000 workers. 


Both sides, holding their first 
night bargaining session, sounded 
optimistic. But with a news black- 
out imposed, there was no defi- 
nite word whether UAW President 
Walter P. Reuther and Ford Vice 
President Malcom Denise were 
close to agreément. 


The negotiators recessed their 
night session about 7:30 p.m. to 
discuss non-economic proposals 
they exchanged. Reuther said the 
proposals covered “the working 
agreement, seniority and matters 
like that.” 


Both sides studied the propos- 
als for an hour then met again 
briefly for 45 minutes. After- 
wards Denise and Reuther both 
said, “We made a little prog- 
ress,” and Reuther added “but 
we've still got alot of work 
to do.” 


Denise and Reuther also said 
they expected to meet all day 
and all night. “Tomorrow we're 
really going to roll,” Reuther 
said. 


Before starting the night meet- 
ing, Reuther was asked if he 
thought he could reach agreement 
before the Tuesday deadline. “I’m 
an eternal optimist,’ he replied. 
“We've still got problems but 
we're working on them.” 


Asked the same question, De- 
neise said, “I remain most hope- 
ful as always.” 


The union set a 10 a.m. Tuesday 
deadline for a settlement or a 
strike but indicated the unofficial 
deadline was 4 a.m. that day— 
the time local leaders will get the 
word ‘“‘whether a strike is neces-

More than 125 viruses. are 
known to be carried by arthropods 
(insects, spiders, ticks, etc.), and 
51 of these are known to cause 
human infection and disease. 


In the Americas, some of the 
diseases caused by such viruses 
are Eastern, Western, and St. 
Louis encephalitis, Venezuelan 
equine encephalomyelitis, yellow 
fever, dengue and Colorado tick 
fever.

People want 
their captains: to go down with 
the ship. , 

(3) Lately a running controversy 
was started between the simple 
people of Prince Georges Coun- 
ty, Md., and their local CD direc- 
tor. The central point of the ar- 
gument-is whether or not the di- 
rector called the people ‘‘idiots’’ 
for trying to prepare for a nu- 
clear war.

P run for governor of California next year and 
ES: not be ‘‘a candidate’ for the 1964 Republican 
presidential nomination should bring no loud, unrestrained rejoicing 


to his two rivals for that nomination. These rivals, Gov. Nelson 


’ Rockefeller of New York and Sen. Barry Goldwater of Arizona, will 


not be wise to assume that their own field for the big job in 1964 is 


any clearer than before. 

If Nixon's announcement has 
brought any basic changes at all, 
it may well have hardened rath- 
er than eased their problems. 

For his plunge into California 
had been made inevitable by new 
circumstances and will do his fu- 
ture ambitions good rather than 
harm unless, of course, he should 
be defeated. That way would lie 
disaster, as of course he knows. 

Assuming his election, however, 
what will then be the position? 
The fact he says he will not be a 


1964 presidential ‘‘candidate”’ does 


not mean that the Republican con- 
vention — and Nixon's hundreds 
of powerful friends in the party 
-— will necessarily accept that as 
final. 

Nixon at that convention will 
have a great deal of money in 
the bank. He is now and will re- 


was to stay out of the California 
race and perform simply as a 
Republican elder statesman. This 
he might have accomplished but 
for the present world crisis. In 
this situation, he could have kept 
himself constantly before the peo- 
ple only by constantly challeng- 
ing President Kennedy on foreign 
policy issues. This — and quite 
rightly — he was unwilling to do. 

At this point there is a distinct 
possibility that the Republican 
presidential nomination of 1964 
may be no great prize anyhow.

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S. Africans Visit ‘Shebeens,’

JOHANNESBURG, Union of South Africa— 
Just as we stood ve, the door suddenly 
swung open and proprietor’s wife—a squat, 
pleasant-faced colored woman—slipped quickly 
into the small, smoke-filled room. 


“Sit down and be quiet,”’ she ordered softly.. 
“There's a policeman outside and it looks like 
he’s coming this way.’’ 


We did as we were told. 


As we had already finished our drinks, 
there was no need to follow the standard emer- 
gency procedure of emptying the alcoholic con- 
tents of our glasses into the big bow! of soapy 
water which stood in the middle of the table. 
In fact, there was nothing we could do but 
wait—and wonder aloud if the policeman would 
stumble across our hideaway and arrest us. 


After a few uneasy minutes, Whitey, the 
proprietor, strolled casually into the room and 
announced in a pleased voice that “Everything 
is okay now.” (I learned later he \wdd_inter- 
cepted the officer—a white Afrikaaner—and 
slipped him a bit of money to make him go 
away.) : 


Thanked Whitey 


We thanked Whitey and his wife for their 
hospitality and, one-by-one, walked out the 
door into the bright mid-afternoon sunlight, 
town a narrow alley and out into one of ‘‘Jo- 
bur’s” busiest thoroughfares. Left behind fast 
asleep on Whitey’s couch was one of our party 
who had personally consumed an entire pint of 
good South African brandy. 


So ended my one—and probably only—visit 
to a ‘‘shebeen.”’ 


Although the dictionary defines a shebeen 
as ‘‘a place where liquor is sold without a li- 
cense’’—-to South Africa’s 13 million nonwhites 
the shebeen has always been the only place 
where they could go to drink the “white man’s 
liquor’’ amidst sociable surroundings. 


There are thousands of them in South Af- 
rica. All are illegal. Though the police raid 
them constantly, it is impossible to eliminate 
them completely. One is shut down—another 
springs up. 


Operated by Aunties 


Many shebeens, operated by ‘‘shebeen 
queens’’—or ‘‘aunties’’—manage to survive by 
bribing the local cop-on-the-beat and by estab- 
lishing an ‘early warning’ system of one or 
two eagle-eyed lookouts. The shebeens obtain 
their liquor through ‘‘mailers’’—white persons 
who buy it at the bottle stores and sell it to 
the ‘‘aunties’’ for a small profit. 


As it is illegal in South Africa for Africans 
to drink anything but ‘‘Kaffir beer’’—a one- 
half per cent alcoholic beverage which is sold 
to.them by the government in the African 
tow nships and reserves—anyone wishing to 
sample * ‘European”’ liquor is forced to - oteaeh 
ize the shebeens. 


Most are located in the homes of the pro-: 
prietors. The one we visited was situated in 


the heart of downtown Johannesburg and was ° 


considered by my escorts—three African jour- 
nalists and a jazz pianist—as a “high-class 
joint.” The “smalfroom “ff which we were 
served our drinks was the owner’s living room. 


In a “high-class” shebeen, most of the liq- 
uor sold is “good stuff’ or “clean’’—that is, 
undoctored. Many ‘“‘aunties,”’ however, are not 
at all averse to selling their customers doc- 
tored liquor and these places are referred to 
in the trade as ‘‘cowboy”’ shebeens.

As most shebeen owners heartily dislike the 
name ‘‘shebeen’”’ (they feel the word is some- 


how degrading), they give théir establishments * 


titles such as ‘“‘Washington, D.C.,”’- ‘The Kite,” 
“House on Telegraph Hill,”’ “The Blue Note,” 
“Aunt Jemimas,’”’ “Hole of Calcutta,” ‘‘Sunset 
Boulevard,”’ ‘The Shindig,” “Chrysler House’ 
and “The Kind Lady.” (The latter was so 
named by its customers because the .“‘auntie’’ 
who ran it was a kind old lady who let them 
drink even when all they could give her in pay- 
ment was an “‘i.o.u.’’) 


One: shebeen, formerly called ‘The Presi- 
dent Eisenhower,” is now named “The Presi- 
dent Kennedy.” 


Although they have long been an integral 
and picturesque part of the South African 
scene, shebeens may soon become only a

De Gaulle Unveils 
Unity Appeal Today 


PARIS (?) — President Charles de Gaulle—hesieged 


by the right and assailed by the left—addresses the na- 
tion Monday night in a new effort to unify his country- 


men. 


Frenchmen awaited some word 
on “‘where do we go from here” 
in Algeria, where a Moslem na- 
tionalist rebellion and a European 
rightist counter-rebellion threaten 


once again to plunge France into| 


a grave political crisis. 


De Gaulle spent the weekend in 
seclusion working on his speech, 
which will be broadcast and tele- 
vised. As usual, there was wide 
speculation on what he would say, 
but no official hint on any specific 
proposal De Gaulle may make. 


This is the background against 
which the 70-year-old president 
will speak: In Algeria, European 
activists, taking their cues from 
the underground Secret Army or- 
ganization, relentlessly detonated 
thundering charges of explosives, 
damaging homes and business 
places of those who refuse to join 
their ranks. Algiers alone counted 
21 blasts in 2% hours Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. 


The renewal of gangland-style 
tactics came on the eve of what 
the Secret Army hopes will be an 
Algeria-wide general strike. 


Secret Army tracts have called 
for a half-hour strike Monday as 
a sign of solidarity in opposing 
De Gaulle’s plans for self-deter- 
mination by Algeria’s 9 million 


', Moslems. Three previous Army 
calls for sympathy demonstrations 
drew mixed responses, but were 
followed by sporadic rioting. The 
government hopes to cramp the 
effects of Monday's strike by hold- 
ing civil servants on the job.

As the weight shifts from the rear foot to the front 
foot, your hands automatically are brought for- 
ward and in front of the body. If you are able 
to place a little extra weight on the front {oot 
and still. feel balanced to step either way, so 
much the better 


On grip of the bat, I am accused of being 
hopelessly old-fashioned. Yet I see in mind's 
eye the one and only Honus Wagner, with his 
hands spread a palm’s breadth apart. He choked 
that bat, and he could push outside pitches to 
the opposite field with consistent ease. Wagner 
almost never pulled the ball. He hit line drives 
that either fell in front of the outfielder or 
crashed the fences above their heads like a 
well-hit long-iron shot in golf. Honus held for a 
long time the National League record for most 

doubles and triples—for you do not necessarily 
| surrender power by choking the bat. This is a 
fallacy spread by the power-school-of-thought boys. 


Ask yourself this: If you held a 12-foot pole 
in your hands and intended to touch the wall of 
a room with it, how could you manage it best?

| age? For the boy who lacks size—and most beys

A great many young players are es 
that if they stand back as far as yedenwn rom 
the pitcher, they will have more ty to 
see the ball. They retreat in the box until they — 
are almost out of it. But they should realize at a 
pitcher primarily depends upon his 
curves, and that a curve will break <a as 
ball reaches the plate, or just before. 
pitch is a fast ball, it will have 
much speed on it after it passes 
before. The thing to do, lads, is to a 
meet the ball out in front of you; make 
mind to contact the ball before it breaks 
begins to break. 


Above all, watch that pitcher’s arm 
your eye on the ball every instant after 
his hand. 


Don't try to overpower the ball. Just meet it 
solidly, and follow through evenly without upper- 
cutting or letting the bat waver from a parallel 
are.

the pitcher off stride as nothing else can do: 
Bunt to either side of the box. The pitcher 
must go after the ball, so make him sweat and 
strain. Remember, it's an entirely different sort 
of fielding chance for him. Many a batting rally 
has started by a bunted ball that the pitcher 
couldn't handle. 


Young players seem to think the act of bunt- 
ing difficult. It’s most simple. At the pitch, 
merely move your rear foot up practically even 
with your front foot, while pivoting to face the 
pitcher. Keep the weight forward, elbows bent. 
Break at the legs and extend the arms in front 
of you. Don’t push the bat into the ball, but get 
the bat in front of the plate to receive the ball. 
Slide the top hand down the bat, close to the 
trademark, letting it rest loosely in the palm. 
Just as the ball reaches you, draw back the 
bat toward the catcher to make the impact as 
easy as possible. Guide the direction of your 
bunt by your arm action. Don’t tip off the bunt, 
but come to the plate looking eager to hit—take 
a few vigorous swings as if determined to pound 
the ball to a remote corner of the park. Drop 
your bunt and run at top speed all the way .to 
first. Don't lag if the bunt is a bad one—there 
may be a fumble. 


A word about slumps. Every young man must 
expect:to fall into a mysterious period when the 
base hits won’t come, no matter what he tries. 
He sweats and worries and presses and falls even 
deeper into a rut. He is the most woebegone 
sight in the world. From all sides, he is fed 
advice on how to break the slump, much of it 
conflicting, until after desperate experimenting 
he often ruins what is a good, sound swing. 


Here’s how I broke a slump—as simple and 
foolproof a solution as can be supplied: In prac- 
tice, I would resort to my old friend, the bunt. 
I'd bunt the bail back to the pitcher for half an 
hour or more, making no attempt to do more than 
punch the ball toward the mound. Slowly, then, 
-with my timing established, I'd begin hitting a 
bit harder—but always straightway. I'd increase 
the arc of my swing until at last I was hitting 
hard ground balls and line drives down the mid- 
dle. After a few such sessions, my timing re- 
turned and my slump went away. 


Hitters aren't ‘‘born.’’ They learn, and one 
big thing they learn is concentration. Bobby 
Jones, the best hitter golf ever had, used to walk 
right past me during a tournament, those milky 
eves of his absolutely blank. I was an old friend 
of Bob's, but I was invisible to him.

Commission Chairman C. 0. 
Emmerich said the long-range 
program has been carefully 
planned—with the public informed 
on the need for each item listed 
in the bond proposal through the 
public meetings and a_ special 
booklet. 


NEW INCINERATOR 


A major item of the bond issue 
is $2.4 million to be spent on an 
incinerator to dispose of over 1 
million pounds of garbage the 
county collects each day. Pre- 
viously the garbage had been 
used in land fill operation, but 
land for this purpose is running 
out. 


Also proposed is expenditure of 
$450,000 for a new Central Health 
Center. The total cost of the cen- 
ter will be approximately $957,- 
900, with the balance of the funds 
being provided by the state and 
federal governments. 


Fire stations at Dunwoody, Re- 
dan-Bethel, Wesley Chapel at the 
Southeast Expressway, DeKalb 
General Hospital, and Lithonia 
would receive $200,000 of the bond 
money. 


Branch libraries at Toco Hills, 
Tucker, Candler - Glenwood, and 
Stone Mountain would account for 
$450,000. Also, $100,000 would be 
used to expand the central library 
in Decatur. 


$3 MILLION BUILDING 


A new Justice-Education-Admin- 
istration Building will be built 
with bond funds in Decatur on 
land to be obtained under Urban 
Renewal. The building, with land 
and contingencies, will cost ap- 
proximately $3 million. 


The bond issue provides $3 mil- 
lion for construction of main sew- 
er lines in areas of recent growth 
and anticipated growth.

It is quite possible that in the 

entire history of the motion pic- 
ture industry there has never 
before been such an extremely 
dull and monotonous ‘‘big’’ pic- 
ture. 
“Francis” is a miscast, badly 
directed, poorly acted, and in- 
complete spectacle that com- 
pletely kills the beautiful story 
of the noble saint for anyone 
who is not a devout Catholic 
or ardent follower of the stories 
about the religious leader. 


What could have been a dra- 
matic and moving version of his 
life has now come on the screen 
as a completely emotionless and 
incredible Hollywood miracle. 


Director Curtiz used admir- 
able restraint when he refused 
the obvious temptation to turn 
the movie into another of the 
Bible-and-Bust movies. over- 
flowing the screens lately, but 
he has given us little or noth- 
ing to recommend it except a 
valiant attempt at authenticity. 

As unusual as it may seem, 
the film fairly faithfully fol- 
lows the Francis story, but 
many of the known facts in his 
life that would have made very 
moving moments on the screen 
have been ignored .completely. 

The famous “Sermon of the 
Birds” has been faded to noth- 
ing more than a _ semi-foggy 
interest in the creatures on the 
part of Francis, a dramatic and 
traumatic experience with his 
father has also been changed 
and forgotten. 

The emotions of the partici- 
pants boil away only once in a 
while in luke-warm anger, and 
the audience is left with the 
feeling that somebody has lost 
his mind—either the viewer who 
paid his money, or the film pro- 
ducers and stars. 

Brad Dillman ‘as Francis), 
heretofore thought of as a bet- 
ter than average actor with at 
Jeast a little taste, faces his 
congregation with the conviction 
and confidence that might be 
expected of a young Jew at a 
pre-War Hitler rally. 

Dolores Hart as the sweet- 
heart who later joins the order, 
has the unique ability to plead 
for the life of Francis with the 
same bland expression of noth- 
ingness that she uses to say 
“Good morning.” 

Dillman has at his command, 
about three expressions in this 
movie: (1) a happy leer; (2) a 
bloodhound sadness; and (3) a 
bewildered nothingness that al- 
most steals the show. 

Poor Stu Whitman, who looked 
for a while as though he might 


be coming of age as an actor, . 


does nothing but look embar- 
rassed over his scenes. He 
should have been. 

The few battle scenes in the 
film have all the ferocity of a 
kindergarten free-for-all. The 
music is lush and typical, and 
occasionally almost charming. 
The over-all effect of the film 
is that of an aged circus giving 
folding to the banks, every- 
body knowing that it’s bad, and

Mrs. Gwen Terasaki, born 
Gwendolen Harold, was a 
small-town Southern girl who, 
invited by her aunt to spend the 


bassy party. 

They fell in love and were 
married, despite opposition, and 
Gwen's life thereafter touched 
dramatically on the history of 
her time 


The girl from Johnson City, 
Tenn., went with her husband on 
diplomatic missions to China, 
Cuba and then Washington, just 
prior to World War II. Her hus- 
band, Hidenari Terasaki, was a 
strong exponent of friendship 
between America and Japan. 
He was an ardent member of 
the peace party in conflict with 
the military clique, and fearing 
trouble between their two coun- 
tries, he arranged to have 
’ President Roosevelt send a se- 
cret cable to Emperor Hiro- 
hito, warning of 
disaster 


After that tragic event, Mrs. 
Terasaki was interned with her 
husband, and subsequently, she 
was sent to Japan on the ex- 
change ship Gripsholm. De- 
spite the pleading of her hus- 
band that she remain in the 
safety of her own country, she 
preferred to cast her lot with

his, knowing his great desire 
for peace. 

She never lost her love for 
America and was even vocal 
about it in Japan. With their 
young daughter Mako, they en- 
dured hunger and privation, but 
when peace came, Terasaki was 
made liaison between General 
MacArthur and the Emperor, 
whom he served as advisor and 
interpreter. 

The strains of his efforts to 
build a ‘‘bridge to the sun” of 
friendship between the two na- 
tions broke his health and fear- 
ing the end he arranged for his 
wife to take their daughte’ 
back to her homeland so that 
she could live in America and 
go to school—and in the Japa- 
nese spirit, they would not suf- 
fer the heartache of his death 
which came soon after. 

Mrs. Terasaki, a charming 
matron, now resides in John- 
son City, Tennessee. She is ac- 
tively interested in politics and 
is a skilled lecturer. Her daugh- 
ter, Mako, an exceedingly beau- 
tiful girl in her late twenties is 
now married to a leading attor- 
ney, Mayne Miller, in Casper, 
Wyo. and has three children. 

Mrs. Terasaki wrote her life 
story in the book “‘Bridge to the 
Sun,’’ which became a feature 
in the Reader’s Digest and was 
subsequently published as a 
Reader's Digest reprint. Now 
it is an important Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer picture. 

Mrs. Terasaki’s story reflects

Veglia, a hand- 
some young man who bears a 
slight resemblance to Montgom- 
ery Clift, amazed the small 
gathering of four young people 
with his voice. 

“Paul has had very little 
voice training,”’ said Sam who 
also revealed that he pays Veg- 
lia a salary and foots the bill 
for his singing lessons. 

“Now that he’s being coached, 
Paul is just about ready to 
work in operatic companies,” 
Sam claimed. ‘‘When I go over 
to Rome for filming of Joseph 
Desa I'll get Paul to set up 
there, or in Milan, with an 
opera company. 

“I want to keep him under 
wraps for a year and then hope 
te debut him at the Metropolli- 
tan Opera House in New York.”’
